This release represents a review of records 
located through a search only of the FBI central records 
system as set forth in Title 28, Code of Federal Regulations, 
Section 16.57(c). 

Located in the name of Colonel Edwards were 
three files, two of which were applicant investigations, 
one instituted on behalf of the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) in 1947, and one for the Atomic Energy 
Commission in 1950. The other was a miscellaneous file. 

Of the 65 pages making up these files, eight pages were 
duplicates. Thirteen pages which originated with the 
CIA, two pages which contained information which originated 
with the CIA, and four pages which originated with the 
Department of Energy have been referred to those agencies 
for their review and possible release to you. Nine pages 
are being withheld in their entirety pursuant to (b)(6) 
of the Freedom of Information Act in that their disclosure 
would be a clearly unwarranted invasion of privacy regarding 
Colonel Edwards' heirs. 

Of the information being furnished to you, 
deletions have been made to protect the identities of 
persons who furnished information under explicit or implied 
understanding of confidentiality which is allowed pursuant 
to (b) (7) (D) . 

(b)(7)(C) has been used to protect the names 
of FBI personnel as well as persons contacted during the 
course of the investigation.

SERVICE RECORD 

The applicant's Army Officer'record under serial Ho, 0-15203 
reflected tha^ he entered West Point June 13, 1919 and he was appointed 
Second Lieutenant, Regular Army, June 12, 1943 and he was appointed 
Second lieutenant, Field Artillery, April 23, 1944* The file reflected 
that at the present time he is a Colonel assigned to the Central Intelli- 
gence^Group and it showed that his date of birth was June 12, 1902 at 
San Francisco, California. He received the "Bronze Star Legion of 
Merit," the "Qrdre de la Courone ae Cheve," from Luxembourg and the 
"Army Commendation Legion." All his efficiency reports were 
satisfactory to superior and there was nothing derogatory in the file. 
This file reflected the applicant »s military education as Battery 
Officers Course, Field Artillery School from 1928 to 1929 ; Air Corps 
Tactical School, Maxwell Field, Alabama from 1934 to 1935J Advanced 
Communication Course, FAS during 1936j and Command and General Staff 
School from 1939 to 1940* 


MISCELLANEOUS 

The files of the Passport Division, State Department, revealed 
that Special Passport No. 18523 was issued August 6, 1942 to SHEFFIELD 
ED.VARDS who stated that he was born at San Francisco, California, June 
12, 1902 and that his permanent residence was at Alisal Ranch, Solrang, 
California. Instant passport was for travel to the British Isles and 
Ireland on official business. On August 6, 1942 the Y.ar Department 



advised that Lieutenant Colonel SHEFFIED EIMTARD 6 was traveling to 
England and en route he would visit Ireland on official business for 
the War Department. 


The files of the Passport Division further reflected that 
the applicant was issued Special Passport No. 3273 on February 29, 

1932 at which time he stated that his permanent residence was 1304 
Meuse Street, Fort Sam Houston, Texas. This passport was for travel 
to France and England for a period o'* two years for « Duty, Gold Star 
Pilgrimage." At this time he listed'his occupation as First Lieutenant 
in the United States Army* y- 


Division of Foreign Activity Correlation, 
State Department, advised that a check made by him of the pertinent 
indices of the State "Department failed to reflect any further 
information regarding the applicant. - : 


A report at the Retail Merchants Association, Alexandria, 
Virginia dated September 9^ 1946 reflected that the applicant bought 
a house at No. 6 Edgewood Terrace for*$18,500 and be paid $£pOQ down. 
It reflected further that he had three accounts; all O.K.
